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Challenges for 
school budget 


Salaries, state aid top concerns

AGAWAM - As the school com- 
mittee began crunching numbers 
for the fiscal year 2014 school de- 
partment budget, Mayor Richard 
A. Cohen urged caution because of 
uncertainty over how much fund- 
ing Agawam will receive in the up- 
coming state budget. 

Cohen, who chairs the school 
committee, shared his concerns 
at the Feb. 12 meeting during a 
report from the committee’s bud- 
get/finance subcommittee. Diane 
Juzba, who chairs the subcommit- 
tee, gave an update on the FY °14 


budget process that will determine 
the school department’s financial 
needs for the 2013-14 school year. 

She said that at the subcom- 
mittee’s Feb. 5 meeting, Agawam 
School Superintendent William 
Sapelli and Business Administra- 
tor Robert Clickstein explained 
that two key pieces that will im- 
pact the final budget — school per- 
sonnel salaries local education aid 
— are not yet set. 

Sapelli told the subcommittee 
that the amount of funding from 
the state is still unpredictable — de- 
spite Gov. Deval Patrick’s budget 
proposal to increase education 
funding — since no state budget has 
been approved by the legislature.

AAN editor wins 
major news award

Wroblewski started her career 
as a Western New England Uni- 
versity intern with the Times and 
returned to cover the emotional 
tragedy when 55-year-old Offi- 
cer Kevin Ambrose was shot and 
killed June 4, 2012 during a do- 
mestic dispute in the Sixteen Acres 
section of Springfield. Ambrose 
was fatally shot by Shawn Bryan, 
35, of Hempstead, N.Y. who also 
critically wounded his 29-year-old 
girlfriend Charlene Mitchell before 
turning the gun on himself.

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Emergency officials cite no 
concerns after Nemo

AGAWAM - Sticking with what 
works was a key element for Agawam’s 
response to Winter Storm Nemo, which 
put Feeding Hills on the map with one 
of the highest reported snowfall totals 
-up to 31 inches in some locations. 

Public officials were overall pleased 
with the response, the aftermath, and 
the cleanup work in the week follow- 
ing the storm. 

The only difference to past events, 
according to Department of Public 
Works Superintendent Christopher 
Golba, was the amount of snow that 
fell to the ground. 

“The most important thing is that we 
have a routine when it comes to snow- 
storms,” said Golba. “We have a rou- 
tine and most of our guys have been 
doing this for a very long time.” 

Experience definitely paid off for 
Agawam; the town was one of the 
very few that did not pull their plows 
off the road during the height of the 
storm when the area was experienc- 
ing anywhere from two to three inches 
per hour, possibly more in the Feeding 
Hills area. 

Some surrounding towns, includ- 
ing Southwick, ended up taking their 
plows off the road for a few hours until 
the intensity died down. 

Golba said a good relationship with 
the mayor’s office and public safety of- 
ficials, including police, fire, and am- 
bulance were also key in the success of 
handling the storm. Golba referenced 
one incident that did occur during the 
storm that DPW plows were ready for. 

“There was an ambulance call on 
one of the side streets,’ said Golba. 
“Luckily, we had a plow near the area 
and they were able to get the roads 
plowed and the ambulance was able to 


get there and was good to go.” 

Golba said the possible occurrence 
of an ambulance or fire call was dis- 
cussed prior to the storm, and the 
snowplows distributed throughout the 
town were prepared to lead a police 
car, ambulance, or fire truck to any 
area they were needed. 

“If we got the call, we would simply 
have taken a guy off of his plow route 
and have him clear the area they (po- 
lice, fire, or ambulance) needed to get 
to,” said Golba. 

Police Chief Robert Campbell said 
the police department did not have any 
major issues, and they did not have 
problems with Gov. Deval Patrick’s 
travel ban set at 4 p.m. on Feb. 8. 

“Our job was to be out there and 
make sure people were able to get 
home safely,” said Campbell. “We 
were not out there looking to fine peo- 
ple for the travel ban.” 

Campbell said no citations were is- 
sued and police simply assisted any 
residents who were heading home 
from their jobs to get to their homes 
safely. 

“We were able to get everyone home 
and there were no big incidents,” said 
Campbell. 

Golba complimented the travel ban, 
saying it allowed plows to be able to 
do their jobs a little easier; most people 
adhered to it, he said. 

“We had a long process of clearing 
roads all the way and then cutting back 
the snow to increase line of sight,” said 
Golba. “But fortunately there were no 
incidents of accidents related to line of 
sight.” 

It took nearly a week from the start 
of the storm on the morning of Feb. 8 
for DPW plows to clear all roads and 
cut back line of sight. 

He emphasized the clearing of roads 
after a storm like this is simply a mat- 
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ter of patience and that the town does 
not change its approach. 

“Tt’s more snow so it takes longer,” 
said Golba. “I think the people under- 
stand that and they were careful.” 

The large piles of snow initially 
following Nemo did lead to one un- 
fortunate incident, however. A fatal- 
ity occurred last Saturday, Feb. 9, on 
North Westfield Street, when a man 
reportedly died of natural causes while 
plowing. His plow truck became stuck 
in a snowbank and then caught fire. 
The fire was believed to be caused by 
an electrical malfunction. 

The man, identified as Richard E. 
Hannah, was reportedly extricated 
from the vehicle by family members 
and transported to Baystate Medical 
Center in Springfield, where he was 
pronounced dead.

e’ve seen worse than this. A lot worse. 

While some meteorologists and news 
anchors suggest the recent Blizzard of 2013, 
aka Storm Nemo, rivaled the Blizzard of ‘78 
- for those among us old enough to actually 
remember digging out from that epic storm 
- Nemo didn’t really pack that same punch 
for us true New Englanders. 

Surely, Nemo did extensive damage. 
Coastlines were ruined, basements flooded, 
streets ripped up, backs broken, and sadly, 
at least nine deaths occurred due to carbon 
monoxide poisoning, heart attacks and car 
accidents. But Nemo was not the same as 
1978 when we saw video of cars stranded 
on Route 128 around Boston; or even past 
blizzards in the 1990s. 

Nemo’s snowfall challenged not only 
residents, who were ordered to keep off 
the roads, but the Agawam Department of 
Public Works and Emergency Management 
crews and equipment. They were up to the 
task, however. 

Several reasons for smoother cleanup this 
time exist, including: better weather predic- 
tion technology; dead limbs and trees hov- 
ering over power lines that were cut last 
fall; applying salt and chemical de-icing on 
major roadways by the tons; the governor’s 
wise travel ban (though way too excessive 
into late Saturday afternoon); and people 
heeding the warnings and heading home 
early from school and work on Friday. 

Much of the credit is due to the DPW, 
which did an awesome job, albeit moving 
around light, fluffy power snow - unlike the 
dense, wet snows of past blizzards. 

So with this snowstorm now in the record 
books, it serves as a reminder that we do live 
in New England where it does snow a lot and 
it’s cold during the winter. Last year’s “open 
season” during a largely non-winter experi- 
ence has happened before as it will again. 
This 2013 blizzard could occur again this 
month or even in April. 

We see the many positives from this storm. 
Deep snow base is plentiful and lasting. 
Cross-country skiers and snowshoers are re- 
joicing in the back woods. Our private wells 
and aquifers will benefit from the snow pack

melt. Nasty ticks and bugs in hibernation 
will die. Bird and hardware stores will sell 
more seed and shovels to help our economy. 
Local plow truck operators will at least earn 
back some of the money they lost last year 
with only one or two plowable snow events. 
Kids and teachers alike gained a few extra 
days off to enjoy one of life’s great natural 
recreational gifts. And folks’ minds will be 
more at peace while gazing onto the beau- 
tiful white fields and hills of Agawam and 
Feeding Hills instead of viewing cold, dead 
brown grass and leaves. 

That’s why we love New England. If you 
don’t like the weather, just wait a minute.

agnosis, Mac’s family received word that he 
now has two additional brain tumors. 

“A new protocol is being planned,” said 
his grandmother. “Needless to say, this is 
not good news and we are still trying to 
wrap our minds around this setback.” 

To date, Mac has received two brain 
surgeries, 33 radiation treatments, several 
in-patient rounds of intense chemotherapy 
and daily outpatient chemo. He has waged a 
battle I could never dream of, all at the ten- 
der age of 7 years old, and all while never 
complaining about pain, hospital stays or 
missing holidays at home, said his mom, 
Becky, who shared his story Feb. 2 during 
the “Make Some Noise” event for kids with 
cancer in Woburn. 

“We have seen many of the side effects 
that go along with pumping poison into our 


child, praying it is potent enough to destroy 
the cancer cells while we rub his back as he 
vomits, learn to live in a world with central 
line ports and feeding tubes, and watch as the 
happy little boy we once knew loses weight, 
becomes pale, and wages war on his body,” 
she said. “He has never once asked, ‘why 
me?’ He simply faces each obstacle with a 
smile and each new hell with a strength and 
determination I have never seen.” 

It is with Mac’s struggles in mind that ’'m 
helping John raise (and hopefully exceed) 
his $1,000 goal to go toward childhood can- 
cer research, from now until April. Anyone 
interested in helping me in my endeavor to 
help kids like Mac may do so at www.stbal- 
dricks.org.

AAN editor wins press award

The award was to be presented by the 
New England Newspaper and Press As- 
sociation (NENPA) at an award ceremony 
at the Boston Park Plaza Hotel Feb. 8 and 
9 but the travel ban during the Blizzard of 
2013 precluded a trip to Boston to accept 
the award. 

The New England Better Newspaper 
Competition of 2012 had over 3,000 entries 
in five categories. Wroblewski won in the 
Weekly over 6,000 Circulation category. 

Judges comments 

A distinguished panel of judges consist- 
ing of working editors and academics sifted 
through the entries. 

The judges’ comments on Wroblewski’s 
piece read: “A well-written, community- 
centric profile and at the heart of it, a do- 
mestic violence-related tragedy beyond 
the central victim and perp. (The) writer 
also showed initiative and sensitivity in 
interviews and getting some pretty intense 
quotes, as well as in her coverage of the 
services. A small but important story de- 
livered with appropriate respect and re- 
straint.” 

First place went to The Cape Codder in 
Orleans, Mass. and second place was won 
by the Vineyard Gazette on Martha’s Vine- 
yard. Other NENPA winners include the 
Cape Cod Times, The Berkshire Eagle, The 
Stowe Vermont Reporter, The Telegraph in 
Nashua, N.H., and the Mt. Desert Islander 
in Bar Harbor Maine. 

Wroblewski, who has extensive experi- 
ence in public safety reporting, said it has 
always been her goal to earn recognition 
from her peers. “I feel honored to be in- 
cluded in the same category as the other 
NENPA winners,” she said. 

Wroblewski’s coverage of Ambrose’s 
death and funeral was augmented by Times 
photographer Dave Miles who is a Wil- 
braham neighbor of Ambrose’s father and 
mother-in-law, Ron and Alice Cyr. 

Miles told Times editor Charlie Bennett 
about the Cyr’s relationship to Ambrose. 
Bennett called upon his former intern Wro- 
blewski, who was experienced at reporting 
on police and fire situations when she was 
a reporter at the Turley’s Palmer-based pa- 
per, The Journal Register and in Agawam. 
He asked her to cover the aftermath of the 
shooting and to get in touch with Ambrose’s 
Wilbraham family for a local perspective. 

A policeman in the family 

Wroblewski said one of the reasons that 
the parents took time out from their grief 
to speak to a Times reporter was the regard 
they held for the hometown newspaper. 
“When they learned that I was from the 
Times, they said they liked its news cover- 
age and the people who worked there, in- 
cluding Dave Miles, and put their trust in 
me,” remembered Wroblewski. 

After getting up to speed on the situation 
by talking to Springfield Police Depart- 
ment spokesman Sgt. John Delaney, she 
contacted Alice Cyr. Alice told Wroblews- 
ki, “It’s something that’s always in the back 
of your mind when you have a policeman 
in the family. We just prayed that nothing 
would ever happen to him.” 

Ambrose and his wife Carla have two 
grown children, Kyle and Krista. “I learned 
that Ambrose’s granddaughter was the 
love of his life,’ said Wroblewski. Ron 
Cyr was babysitting his 4-year-old great- 
granddaughter, Victoria, when he heard the 
news. Before Alice hung up, Krista said, 
“Dad was just shot.’”

Wroblewski said she put her heart and 
soul into the coverage. “Kevin Ambrose 
was the same age as my dad is. I thought 
about that as I wrote my story teary-eyed. 
How would I have felt if someone was writ- 
ing about my own father,” she mused. 

10,000 mourners 

Wroblewski went on to report that Fri- 
day, June 8, 2012 an estimated 10,000 peo- 
ple, many of them law enforcement officers 
in uniform, came to Sixteen Acres to salute 
their fallen comrade. Ambroses’s partner 
and good friend Kevin Burnham, a well- 
known baseball coach in Wilbraham, drove 
police cruiser No. 93, which Ambrose was 
driving that fateful day, to escort the hearse 
to St. Catherine of Sienna Church. 

Dave Miles stationed himself along the 
way and took photos of the procession and 
of well-wishers along the route. Wilbra- 
ham’s Fr. Joseph Sorrano conducted the fu- 
neral Mass. Miles’ photos and Wroblews- 
ki’s account appeared on the front page of 
the Wilbraham-Hampden Times and Aga- 
wam Advertiser News, June 14, 2012. 

Forever influenced 

Wroblewski said she will forever be in- 
fluenced by the Ambrose coverage. She 
had been previously friended on Facebook 
by police officer John Lopez who helped 
her understand the protocols about police 
funerals. She grew closer to Lopez because 
of the experience and they are now dating. 

Looking back on the incident, after 
learning of her news reporting award, she 
recalled the impact that the tragedy had on 
the Wilbraham community; that Ambrose 
was held in such high regard as a baseball 
and soccer coach and for his sense of hu- 
mor. 

She said her experience working in 
Palmer on the police and fire beat had pre- 
pared her for understanding how the law 
enforcement community feels when they 
lose one of their own. 

“When I go back and re-read that story, I 
still cry,” she said. 

Other Turley Publications winners in 
the NENPA Contest are a second and third 
place for the The Journal Register, a third 
place for the Town Reminder in South Had- 
ley, a second place for the Valley Press in 
Avon, Conn. and a first place for the Tur- 
ley’s SummerFest magazine.

Governor’s tax proposal 
raises concerns 

Since the 2013 legislative session began 
last month, it’s not unusual that no state 
budget figures have been finalized this early 
in the session — just as municipalities begin 
to put together their budgets. However, this 
year, Patrick proposed a $1.9 billion tax in- 
crease — some of which would be used to 
provide new revenue for education fund- 
ing. 

The proposed tax changes are likely to 
spark much debate in the legislature be- 
cause of how the governor wants to gener- 
ate the new revenue. Patrick has proposed a 
1 percentage point increase in the state in- 
come tax, from 5.25 percent to 6.25percent, 
and also is seeking a reduction in the sales 
tax from 6.25 percent to 4.5 percent. 

Cohen called the governor’s proposal a 
“bold, bold move,” but at the same time he 
said it’s still uncertain if it even will be ad- 
opted by state lawmakers. “We need to be 
extremely cautious. I have no idea — and no- 
body does at this point — where the House 
and Senate are going to go with it because 
they’re just starting. There are a lot of is- 
sues with it and a lot still to be determined. 
That’s why I think we have to proceed very 
cautiously.” 

The mayor said that at this point he’s not 
looking at any “huge increases” in state or 
federal funds, but that the town’s expenses 
continue to go up. He said fuel, heat, and 
electricity costs are “unbelievable.” 

Salaries a key budget driver 

Another significant concern in preparing 
the FY °14 school budget is salaries — es- 
pecially with negotiations beginning with 
the district’s five bargaining units. Sapelli 
explained to the subcommittee that with a 
majority of young teachers there likely will 
be more salary increases because of con- 
tractual “salary lane” and degree changes. 

In addition to salaries, other expenses 
driving the budget increase, according to 
Sapelli, are higher vocational tuition and 
transportation costs, and new staff hires be- 
cause of an increase in the number of spe- 
cial education students. 

Sapelli — who has been discussing bud- 
get needs with all principals and directors 
since November — indicated at the subcom- 
mittee meeting that he’s looking to propose 
a level-service budget. Unlike a level-fund- 
ed budget, which would require cuts, a lev- 
el-service budget would retain all services 
and programs needed to operate the school 
system. 

Last year, the school committee approved 
a level-service budget of $36.5 million for 
FY °13. The $1.9 million budget increase

to the previous year’s budget was the dif- 
ference between the cost of a level-service 
budget and a level-funded budget. 

Budget planning still in early stages 

Juzba said the amount required for an in- 
crease is not known because the budget is 
“in the early stages” of development. Fol- 
lowing the meeting she said that one of the 
committee’s most important responsibilities 
is to ensure that students, staff and build- 
ings are well-equipped with the needed re- 
sources to provide students with a quality 
education. 

“Our biggest hurdle right now is to de- 
velop a level-service budget in uncertain 
economic times,” she said. Juzba added that 
she has confidence in the school administra- 
tion and that the committee will ask the city 
council for “only what is absolutely neces- 
sary to continue with a quality education for 
our students.” 

Juzba said she’s looking forward to 
working with the city council’s school bud- 
get subcommittee so they are kept well-in- 
formed of the school budget process. Coun- 
cilor Paul Cavallo, a member of that council 
subcommittee, also attended Juzba’s Feb. 5 
meeting. 

Juzba invited members of the council’s 
subcommittee to attend the next school 
committee budget/finance subcommit- 
tee meeting. It is scheduled for 5 p.m. on 
Thursday, March 7 in the Agawam Junior 
High School library. At that meeting the 
subcommittee will meet with the central of- 
fice administration as well as all principals, 
directors. 

The full school committee is expected to 
get its first look at the budget when Sapelli 
makes a preliminary budget presentation 
just before the start of the regular March 26 
committee meeting. 

Both subcommittees will hold a joint 
meeting on April 2. This will be an opportu- 
nity for city council subcommittee members 
to view the budget and ask questions. The 
following week — April 9 — the proposed 
FY’ 14 budget will be formally presented to 
full school committee at its regular meet- 
ing. Both meetings will be held at the Ro- 
berta Doering Middle School auditorium. 

A public hearing on the FY’ 14 budget is 
scheduled for Tuesday, April 23. The hear- 
ing will be held at 6:30 p.m., just prior to 
the start of the committee’s regular 7 p.m. 
meeting at the Doering School. Once the 
school budget is approved by the commit- 
tee, it will go to the mayor to be incorpo- 
rated into the town budget and presented to 
the city council by May 15. The council has 
45 days from May 15 to act. The town’s fis- 
cal 2014 budget starts July 1.

Former AHS teacher makes his mark

working and scroll sawing began four years 
ago when he wanted to build a rocking horse 
for his grandson, Charlie. 

“The idea of taking a piece of wood and 
making it into something is quite fascinating. 
I went online and found that there is a whole 
world of scroll sawyers out there, and they 
are all very generous with their ideas. They 
have websites dedicated to instruction, tech- 
nique, equipment, and patterns,” he said. 

Baggetta studied and downloaded ready- 
made patterns from free websites, pasting 
them onto pieces of wood as he practiced 
the right way to create, as well as developing 
some techniques on his own. 

“T’ve always believed that whatever works 
for me is the correct way. To be a good scroll 
sawyer you need to have patience. You are 
going to make mistakes, so learn to live with 
them. The more you practice the better you 
will get,” he said. 

To better concentrate on his work, Baggetta 
designed a comfortable basement workshop 
where the guitarist could spend time and lis- 
ten to the Andrew Sisters and Gene Autry, 
his favorite music. Little by little, he built 
up a workshop filled with all the saw blades, 
measuring tools, adhesives, oils, stains and 
paints that he needs for his favorite hobby. 

“T started with a DeWalt scroll saw, one 
of the better machines. I didn’t know what I 
was going to do with it at the time, but once I 
started reading about all the wondrous things 
you could create, I was hooked,” he said. 

Baggetta started cutting puzzles out of 
pine and plywood before upgrading to a 
better machine and advancing to signs and 
themed projects made from cherry and finer 
woods. His most intricate designs, referred 
to as ‘“‘fretwork,” feature small intricate cuts 
that weave in and out of the project. 

“Tt’s almost like creating a spider web in 
wood. The final result is quite beautiful, but 
it takes hours of work, and if you make one 
mistake the entire project can be rendered 
useless,” he said. “When you start working 
with a scroll saw, you find that you are not 
just woodworking you are crafting.” 

Since starting scroll sawing, Baggetta has 
created hundreds of his own patterns from 
ideas he dreamed up or around ideas that 
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were offered to him by others. A born entre- 
preneur and inventor of the Baggetta_Ware 
educational software, he decided to sell his 
patterns and projects on the web. 

“T now have numerous patterns up on my 
website for sale and for free and have built a 
small customer base from around the world 
who have ordered my patterns. Many of my 
customers suggest things they would like to 
see patterns for, so I keep busy designing 
those as well,” he said. “I'll never recoup the 
expense of all the equipment I had to invest 
in, but just the pleasure of creating the pat- 
terns and knowing that other sawyers are out 
there using the patterns is enough for me.” 

Baggetta currently sells his creations at 
Hidden Treasures, located near Cooper’s 
Commons, at 143 Main St. in Agawam. 

“The shop is truly a treasure trove of 
crafts, made by local artists. I approached 
the proprietor, Laurie, and showed her some 
of my work and started bringing anything I 
came up with to the shop. Pretty soon Lau- 
rie was taking custom orders for me to work 
on,” he said. 

Baggetta has sold everything from wed- 
ding and anniversary plaques, game card 
holders, wine bottle holders, guitar pick 
boxes to special children’s name signs. The 
holiday season was particularly successful 
as many people were looking for special 
gifts cut from wood this year. 

“We were able to accommodate all of 
them. In addition to the store, I also sell 
many of my projects and do custom work 
for people on Etsy and the online Made in 
America crafters sales outlet. I’ve met lots of 
nice people around the world who appreciate 
good wood projects they can use for gifts or 
for personal use,” he said. 

Baggetta still makes special projects for 
friends and family. Lately he’s been working 
on a series of wall hangings with words and 
phrases of wisdom and philosophy. 

He lives with Beverly, his wife of 40 years 
and also a retired teacher from Agawam 
High School, and Baci, his faithful dog com- 
panion. Their two grown children, Angela 
and Michael, live in New York City.

Golden Eagles fly to title 


Liebel takes top spot in 120 class

SPRINGFIELD — There was not a lot of 
pinfalls going around in the finals of the 
Western Massachusetts Division 1 Tourna- 
ment, and grapplers from Agawam and Chi- 
copee were two of just three to score them in 
the final round. 

It would be host Central scoring the most 
points as a team to capture the Western Mas- 
sachusetts Championship as they secured 
242.5 points. West Springfield placed sec- 
ond with 211.5. Chicopee would come in 
third place with 147 points, Minnechaug 
Regional fourth with 121.5 points, and Aga- 
wam was fifth with 111.5 points. 

Ludlow placed ninth with 83 points, fol- 
lowed by Chicopee Comp 10th with 68 
points. 

Capturing a pinfall for third-place Chicop- 
ee was Donavan Lozada, who defeated Mar- 
cus Walker of West Springfield in the heavy- 
weight match of the evening. He scored the 


pin in the second period of the match with 
about a minute remaining to win an individ- 
ual championship. 

Agawam’s Connor Liebel, who has been 
to the top of the mountain before as an indi- 
vidual champion, captured the crown at 120 
pounds. He was able to defeat Alex Mar- 
quez of West Springfield with a first round 
pinfall victory. It was the quickest victory in 
the finals of any of the 14 matches. 

He had a very successful run in this year’s 
tournament, entering as the top seed. He 
cruised through two matches with pinfalls 
in under 30 seconds before scoring a 14-0 
major decision over Brandon Macznik of 
Ludlow in the semifinals. 

In their overwhelming points victory, 
Central has the distinction of crowning six 
individual champions. They also had three 
more grapplers involved in championship 
matches. Central had been a favorite all 
season, and had mowed through most of the 
contenders at this year’s meet in dual meet 
action during the season.

Due to a major storm, which caused the 
meet to be called off on Saturday, the Massa- 
chusetts Interscholastic Athletic Association 
Sectional championships were cancelled and 
the plan was to move right on to the State 
meets the following meet. 

The response was loud and angry and plans 
went into action to hold the meets even with- 


out any official sanction from the MIAA. By 
Monday, the MIAA relented somewhat and 
announced that all sectional qualified swim- 
mers would be able to compete at the state 
meet. The Western Mass meets would still 
not bear the name of MIAA, but that mat- 
tered little to the participants. As always the 
meets were exciting. 

Westfield High was site of the girls meet 
and for Agawam there were some very 


strong swims. The girls finished ninth with 
100 points. The next day, the boys gathered 
at Chicopee High, and scored 59.5 for a 
13th-place finish. 

Megan Dustin led the way for the Brown- 
ies with a couple of high finishes in some 
of the meets longer races. She went | min- 
ute, 57.50 seconds and finished third in the

Walles shows heart 
against Westfield

AGAWAM - Agawam High School School ice hockey 
team goalie Chris Walles was not expecting to pick up a stick 
the entire season. He unfortunately suffered a torn meniscus 
while playing for the football team on Thanksgiving Day. 

Finally scheduled for arthroscopic surgery on Feb. 8, 
Walles was preparing for surgery until his teammate went 
down with a concussion. 

Walles stepped in and played what would his only start 
— and finish of the regular season. He is the choice to be the 
Agawam Advertiser News Athlete of the Week. 

Unlike the past few seasons, Agawam has had a wealth of 
depth in goalie. But when Walles went down with the injury, 
it left Ascioti to shoulder the load. The starter suffered a con- 
cussion against Longmeadow that required rest from action. 

At the same time, Agawam was preparing for a big inde- 
pendent game against Westfield High School. 

Walles asked his parents and coach Rich Feeley if he could 
play the one game, which was scheduled for Feb. 6 at Amelia 
Park. 

After conferring with his parents and surgeon, it was de- 
termined Walles would not injure himself any worse by play- 
ing in the one game. His parents and Feeley allowed him to 
start. Not starting Walles would have required Feeley to play 
a regular skater in goal. That is the equivalent of a position 
player going in to pitch in baseball. 

And Walles delivered. Feeley lauded the sacrifice made 
by Walles to contribute to a huge tie for Agawam. 

“We were faced with some decisions to make regarding 
what to do about a goalie, as we do not currently have a sec- 
ond goalie available at the varsity level,” said Feeley. “Chris 
had spoken to his parents as well as his surgeon and based on 
the assurances of his doctor that playing in the game would 
not further damage his knee, felt compelled to play in net so 
as to give his team a chance to compete. 

“While Chris understood that he would be in pain and that 
he would be a bit rusty (as he had not been practicing with 
the team), he has been attending practices throughout the 
year, but injury has prevented him from actually competing 
on ice, he expressed a desire to help the team.” 

Feeley said the team rallied around Walles, who did tire 
near the end of the game and made 24 saves as Agawam ral- 
lied back in the game to tie 2-2. 

Walles made a heroic effort and was scheduled to have 
surgery following his performance. He needs approximately 
three to four weeks to recover from surgery, his mother Kate 
Walles said.

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Brownies rolling into postseason play

AGAWAM - The Agawam ice hockey team is on the cusp 
of the end of the regular season as they play their final game 
tonight, and with a huge tie against Westfield behind them, 
the Brownies have gone on to win three consecutive games, 
including two league victories. 

Agawam is now 14-3-2 and will likely find themselves in 
an excellent position when the seeds for the Western Massa- 
chusetts Division 3A Tournament are released next week. 

The Brownies had two dominant victories of Amherst 
Regional and most recently on Monday morning against St. 
Mary’s. 

Agawam completely drubbed the Saints 10-2 on Presi- 
dent’s Day, making a game that was snowed out by Winter 
Storm Nemo. 

Two plays scored two goals each with Alex Abilantis and 
Billy Wyoscki both scoring twice. Cam Rivest, Corey Jenks, 
Joe Shea, Bobby Koziol, James Newsome and Eric Klerkla 
also scored. 

Both Kyle Jenks and Zach Circosta had three assists and 
Corey Jenks had two assists to total three points for the day. 

Agawam had complete control for the game against the 
Saints, and goalie Anthony Ascioti showed no signs of slow- 
ing down after being out briefly with a concussion. He made 
15 saves on 17 shots, allowing single tallies in the second 
and third period. 

The Brownies scored six goals in just the first period be- 
fore getting slowed down in the second. They would add 
three goals in the third. 

Last Thursday evening on the road, Agawam scored a 
dominant defeat of Amherst Regional 9-1. Agawam also de- 
feated Easthampton last Tuesday 3-1. 


The Brownies would trail heading into the third period be- 
fore Circosta, Wysocki and Corey Jenks scored goals in the 
third period to put Agawam on top. 

Coach Rich Feeley said last week he has been very proud 
of the hard work put in by the Brownies in their most recent 
stretch of games, especially the tougher games against Divi- 
sion 3 opponents Longmeadow, Westfield and Marblehead.

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Agawam’s Brennen Liebel, a runnerup at 113 pounds, competes in the 
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fourth in the 500-yard freestyle with a time of 5:15.62. She 
also swam in the two freestyle relays. She was the anchor 
in the 200-yard freestyle along with Alexis Andrews, Ken- 
dra Matland and Allison Weiner. They placed ninth with a 
time of 1:53.37. Dustin led off the 400-yard freestyle that 
went eighth. She was followed by Mackenzie Gendron, Vic- 
toria Sutherland and Weiner. Their time was 4:03.97. Gen- 
dron had a third-place finish in the 100-yard breaststroke in 
1:11.32 to pick up a lot of points and swam to 14th-place in 
the 200-yard Individual Medley in 2:26.15. She also swam 
the butterfly leg of the 200-yard medley (2:11.99) and 14th 
place with Matland, Samantha Swistak and Andrews. 

Weiner scored individual points with a 15th in the 200- 
yard freestyle in 2:13.54, as did Monique Groux with a 13th 
in the diving, 276.15. Andrews was 21st in the 50-yard free- 
style and Swistak was 28th in the 100-yard breaststroke. 

The boys top performances came from Scott Laviano, 
who was sixth in the 100-yard butterfly (58.25) and seventh 
in the 50-yard freestyle (23.84).

By the end of the 
first 50, she was within striking distance of second. She 
caught and passed the Westfield anchor to get that second 
place. With that, Northampton outscored Westfield 40-32 
and won the championship. Minnechaug was well back in 
third with 261 points, followed by Longmeadow, 254 and 
Holyoke Catholic, with 180 points that placed them fifth. 

Entering the boys meet, the big question was whether 
Westfield was going to end the domination of Minnechaug, 
which had won the 5 previous championships. In the final 
dual meet of the season, the Bombers had beaten the Falcons. 
That ended a 51-meet win streak for the Falcons. If the seeds 
for the meet held, the Bombers would likely be the champi-

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ons. But it was Minnechaug that carried the 
day and rather comfortably, 346-288. West- 
field won the first event, the 200-yard med- 
ley relay ahead of Minnechaug, but fell out 
of the top spot in the subsequent 200-yard 
freestyle. The Falcons moved into first in 
that event and led the meet to the end. West- 
field, for its part finsished second, though 
they dropped to third for a couple of events 
in the middle of the meet behind Amherst. 
The Hurricanes did take third with 249.5 
points. Fourth and fifth went to Northamp- 
ton, 169 and Monson, 161 points. 

There were two double winners in the girls 
meet. Meriza Werenski of Holyoke Catho- 
lic, finished her high school career going 
eight for eight at the Sectional meets. This 
year she won the 200-yard Individual Med- 
ley with a 2:06.10, edging out Minnechaug 
freshman Lauren Quinn by 2 seconds.

Their time was 1:57.29, 
just .01 ahead of Westfield and .19 ahead 
of third place Holyoke Catholic. Harper 
(57.53) won the backstroke over Quinn and 
it was Abbie Crescitelli of Northampton tak- 
ing top honors in the diving over Emily Mur- 
phy of Minnechaug, 373.05 to 269.05. Led 
by Li, Longmeadow was the winner in the 
200 freestyle relay with a time of 1:40.97 to 
beat Minnechaug at 1:41.14. Then of course 
there was the Northampton win in the 400 
free relay with a time of 3:41.23 over Long- 
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meadow. 

Minnechaug got its lead from Tommy 
Normoyle, who was one of three double 
winners for the boys. Normoyle edged Tim 
Kwarcinski in the 200-yard Individual Med- 
ley, 1:58.61 to 1:58.79 and then comfortably 
won the 100 breaststroke with a 58.27. That 
broke the record of his brother Michael, set 
two years ago. Colin Machat of Northamp- 
ton won the 200-yard freestyle over Ciaran 
Dillon-Davidson by more than a second with 
a 1:45.88 and later took the 100-yard free- 
style from George Sommerville of Taconic, 
48.31 to 48.46. 

Aaron Szczepanek was the winner in the 
100-yard butterfly at 51.69, comfortably 
ahead of Alan Tang and Marc Klepacki of 
Amherst, who were tied for second. Before 
he got his second individual win, Szczepanek 
was the anchor for Palmer in their winning 
200-yard freestyle relay, as they edged out 
Westfield with a 1:34.51 by half a second.

The sextet Banish Misfortune will present an evening 
of traditional Irish music at the Agawam Senior Center 
Friday, March 8 at 7:30 p.m. as part of the Agawam Cul- 
tural Council’s popular Applause Series’ ninth season. 
The instrumentation of the group includes fiddle, concer- 
tina, mandolin, accordion, flute, and guitar, with which 
they perform rousing sets of jigs, reels, hornpipes, waltz- 
es, polkas and airs, as well as the occasional inspired song 


or accompanied Irish poem. 


All of the group’s members hail from western Mas- 
sachusetts, with some having played together for 
decades. David Brule (fiddle), brings a love of Irish poetry 
to the band, while Sean Burke (mandolin, bouzouki), born 
in County Mayo, Ireland and raised in Holyoke, roots the 
group’s sensibilities in his genuine, sincere approach to 
his playing, singing, and remarkable repertoire of heart- 
felt songs. Hungry Hill native Tim Donoghue (concertina) 
is legendary among local Irish musicians, with a keen wit 
and seemingly endless reserve of Irish songs tucked in his 


back pocket, from bawdy to thebeguiling. T.J. Ezold (ac- 


cordion, flute, banjo, whistle), a native of Holyoke, is the 
group’s secret weapon, leading and accompanying tunes 
with his world-class musicianship. Walter Carlip (fiddle, 
banjo) regularly plays alongside the greats of Irish music 
in Chicago and elsewhere, and contributes his expert tune 
knowledge and superior instrumental skills to the band.
